In a statement declaring that the pro- 
posed new city charter to be voted on 
next Wednesday was prepared by a 
eaucus of politicians in a back room, 
and shrewdly designed in such a way 
as to strip the people of their rights 


and to perpetuate the control of the 
political ring which now dominates’ the 
city government of Atlanta, Mayor 
Woodward urges the voters to go to the 
polls and overwhelmingly defeat it. 

The statement is in more conservative 
style than Mr. Woodward usually de-

Judge George Hillyer and Archibald 
Davis are out in a card in defense of 
the proposed new charter. Their state- 
ment follows the mayor's. 


The chief objections to the charter 
as cited by the mayor are as follows: 
OBJECTIONS TO CHARTER. 
That it confers ujon council the au- 
thority to discharge, without impeach-

That it makes this provision especial- 
ly applicable to the recorder, which 


the mayor refers to as peculiarly sig- 
nifleant. 

That it abolishes the civil service now

That the recall it contains is a joke, 
inasmuch ag the people may ‘recall an 
undesirable official, but may not elect 
his successor, and there is nothing to 
prevent council (which fills. such a va- 
eaney) from re-electing the very man re- 
ealled by the people, 

That in place of the Sanitary tax, 
which is abolished as a vote-catching 
aiek, the charter gives council the 
power to establish a fee system, by 
which council could charge anywhere 
from 50 cents to $60 for each and every

SULZER WILL FIGHT 
IMPEACHMENT 10 END 


Action in Acknowledging Glynn 
Governor Does Not Mean 
Defeat, Say Attorneys 


(By Associated Press.) 

ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 20.—With ru- 
mors current that Governor William 
Sulzer would resign in event that his 
attorneys lose their fight to prevent 
him from being forced to defend him- 
self before the high court of impeach- 
ment, statements forthcoming from his 
counsel today seemed to indicate that 
he has every intention of fighting the 
case out to the end, be it bitter or 
sweet. 

The statements were inspired by the 
general interpretation placed on the 
letter which Mr. Sulzer sent yesterday 
to Lieutenant Governor Glynn turning 
over to him for signature requisition 
papers for the extradition of a prisoner. 
The letter was taken to mean that the 
impeached executive thereby recognized 
the right of Mr. Glynn to act as gover- 
nor pending the outeome of the trial. 

This his counsel, Valentine Taylor 
and D. Cady Herrick, as well as the 
governor’s secretary, Chester C. Platt, 
all emphatically denied. They appar- 
ently were eager to correct the im- 
pression that in the midst of the fight 
the. governor had surrendered the posi- 
tion on which he has stood since his 
impeachment—that he was impeached 
unconstitutionally and therefore, is still 
governor. They made it plain that he 
did recognize as final the recent decis- 
ion of Supreme Court Justice Has- 
brouck that Mr. Sulzer, as governor, 
had no right to exercise the pardoning 
power. 

Supreme Court Justice Cochrane at 
Hudson tonight issued a writ of habeas 
corpus for Garrison, returnable at Troy 
Mouday afternoon.

A new era in government is at hand 
in the United States, A new school of 
politicianS is taking over the reigns of 


power from the old politicians » and 
party bosses who “were in the game 
for what they could get out of it,” 


declared Congressman Richmond P. Hob- 
son, of Alabama, principal speaker at 
thte Southern Christian Citizenship con- 
gress Saturday night. 

Congressman Hobson's remarks were 
aimed principally at the younger mem- 
bers of his audinece. It was the com- 
ing generation that he, as well as the 


other speakers of the evening, sought to 


reach. His subject was “The Christian 
Citien and the Liquor Traffic,” and he de- 
livered an address in which was em- 
bodied his views on prohibition that 
already have made him famed. He pre- 
faced his discussion of the liquor ques- 
tion with advice to the youths on 
government, citing instances from his 
own career to drive home his arguments. 

“We need a new civic birth,” said 
Representative Hobson. “And we are 
going to have it. The old politician is 
passing. 

“We must realize that the government 
exists for the welfare of all people. 
There should be no monoply of timber 
lands, of coal ftelds, of water rights, of 
money—there should be no monoply of 
anything that the people of the coun- 
try need and use, These things shoul@ 
be held to promote the welfare of all, 

JUST LIKE OTHER JOBS. 

“We must have a new type of public 
servant. A man when he takes politi- 
cal office now must enter it in the same 
manner and the sincerity that he would 
step into any job in public life.”

He said 
that after the Spanish American war, 
when he decided to enter politics ac- 
tively, he went to an old friend of his 
father, a politician, and asked for ad- 
vice. He wanted to be a congressman, 
he said he told the politician. 

‘The political boss told me,” declared 
Mr. Hobson, “that if I wanted to be- 
come a representative from the Sixth 
Alabama district to get on a train and 
go to New York and confer with the 
head of a certain railroad, and then go 


to Raleigh, N. C.. and see another 
and he said that if I got their 
permission to’ come back and run for 


the position. _ 
“It made me so mad that I never have 


consulted a politican since,” comment- 
ed the speaker.

ILEGES, NO MORE OR LESS, AC- 
CORDED EVERY OTHER PRISONER, 
REGARDLESS OF HIS COLOR, RACH 
OR CREED. 

Like the officials of the federal peni- 
tentiary at Atlanta, and like all sincere 
students of* criminology, I believe that 
as few hardships as possible should be 
placed upon the man whom the law 
has restrained of his liberty, and that 
prisoners should not be made to suffer 
unnecessary indignities. 

But I also believe that every pris- 
oner should be accorded the same treat- 
ment and discipline, and I can truth- 
fully say that all prisoners in the Ful- 
ton county jail, since it has been in my 
charge, have been made to conform to 
the same rules and regulations. 

Frank has had his meals sent to him 
from his home. I try to make the fare 
of the prisoners wholesome and sub- 
stantial, but it is a rule that any pris- 
oner whose ‘friends or relatives desire 
to furnish regular meals or special del- 
icacies can receive them, and this rule 
applies to negroes as well as white 
men. 

If the friends of a prisoner, regardless 
of whom he is, care to furnish him with 
books and magazines, he may have 
them. If a prisoner is to be held for 
some length of time, and has the money 
to purchase some bit of furniture, which 
cannot be used as a weapon, to make 
his cell more comfortable, he can have 
it. This is a general rule, applicable 
to every prisoner alike. In the Fulton 
county jail there are not special rules 
made for one man or set of men. I try 
to do everything ig my power, consist- 
ent with the safe keeping of the men, 
to make their stay at the Tower at least 
comfortable. 


It has been charged that I have shown 
Frank partiality by allowing his friends 
and relatives to visit him. In this con- 
nection I wish to say that in this, 
like everything else, he has been made 
to conform to the rules of the jail, and 
his friends and relatives have been al- 
lowed to visit there just as the friends 
and. relatives of every other prisoner 
have been allowed to visit the Tower. 
If a prisoner does not desire to receive 
visitors I comply with his wishes in 
the matter. 

I have been condemned by* some be- 
eause I refused to allow city detectives 
to question Frank over his protest. I 
want to say here and now with all em- 
phasis at my command that I have 
NEVER KNOWINGLY ALLOWED A 
PRISONER IN THE TOWER TO BE 
PUT THROUGH THE “THIRD DE- 
GREE” BY ANYBODY, AND I NEVER 
WILL SO LONG AS I HOLD OFFICE. 
I thus throw down the gauntlet; let him 
take it up who will—be he chief, cap- 
tain or private. That my position in 
this matter is right is shown by the 
fact that only recently the court of 
appeals of this state has handed down a 
decision condemning the Third Degree 
and declaring evidence secured by means 
of it is valueless in a court room. 

In connection with my administration 
of the jail, those who are familiar with 
conditions have declared the work of 
myself and deputies as remarkably ef- 
ficient. This is largely due to the fact 
that all of the deputies on duty there 
work only eight hours per day instead 
of twelve hours as under former ad- 
ministrations. While this requires more 
men, and curtails the amount of money 
which I personally derive from the of- 
fice, the result has made me glad that 
I have adopted this policy, and I have 
the Knowledge that more working men, 
laboring conscientiously eight hours a 
day, are sharing in the revenue of this 
office now than ever before. 


The rumors about the sheriff which 
were current during the Frank trial are 
too numerous to mention in full. I did 
not try to deny them then, when pas- 
sion and prejudice was at its height, 
but now in order that no part of the 
public may be misled by false rumors, 
I make this statement and clearly and 
emphatically state he has not received 
more privileges than other prisoners, 
but in some cases not as many. 

My record is clean and clear. I have 
tried to do my full duty at all times, 
and nothing but my duty. 

If the good people of Fulton county 
think that I am wrong in tredting all 
prisoners decently and humanely or in 
refusing to allow them to be subjected 
to the “third degree” or other indigni- 
ties, I am willing to stand by their ver-| 
dict, and accept without rancor defeat | 
at the coming primaries. However, I 
may add that I am fully confident of re-

We all know that oats are 
one of the best foods known, not 
only for people but for live stock

Therefore, they should be one of our most iim- 
portant crops, and as they are so easily planted and harvested in 
unlimited amounts we cannot afford to neglect the planting of this 
most valuable crop on every farm, especially during October if we 
possibly can. This having become one of our most important crops 
it has made men study and perfect improved varieties and nowdays 
we can get varieties of oats that will make from fifty to one hundred 
bushels per acre when twenty years ago it was almost impossible to 
find a variety that would yield anything like this much. With the 
improvement in breeding of the different varieties of oats it is wonder- 
ful what results have been accomplished, and among the different va- 
rieties that are suited to our section the following seem to be most 
popular: the Braneroft, the Texas Rust Proof, the Appler, Hastings’ 
One-huadred Bushel, and the new Fulgum oat. This latter variety 
seems to be most popular and most profitable of any as it is well 
suited to’ our conditions and is an oat that is usually large in size 
and is free from beards, which can not be said of any other variety 
that has been largely grown in our section, making this, the Fulgum, 
an ideal oat for poultry feed and also for feeding to horses.

There is probably nothing a man can pvt on his land that pays 
better than oats, On good land, properly planted and fertilized one can 
easily expect from fifty to seventy-five bushels of oats per acre and af 
a market price of even 65c per bushel there are but few things a man 
ean plant that will pay better. The growing and harvesting of oats 
can all be dene by machinery which enables you to take care of the 
labor proposition, and the good part about oat planting is that we can 
always make a second crop on the land after oats have been harvested, 
either of peas, potatoes or late corn, and it gives us double the capacity 
of our land, something that cannot be said of any other crops. It was 
alucky thing for the south when the discovery of planting oats in the 
open furrow was found out and put into general practice, and it makes 
it possible to always be sure of a crop. When oats are planted with a 
drill by this system the cold weather never lifts the plant which has 
heretofore been the cause of many oat crops being killed, but by the 
open furrow method oats are planted deep-enough in the ground sd 
that if we have a freeze the land will aot spew around the oats. There- 
fore the top may be killed but the roots are always protected, and the 
certainty of a crop can always be counted on when they are planted by 
this method. It has been worth thousands of dollars to the Georgia 
farmers and enables us to plant an oat crop in the fall of the year and 
always be sure of a success with this crop and a full crop harvested. 

We do aot take advantage enough of planting our crops in the fall 
of the year, but we should do so because they are always certain of 
getting favorable seasons and sufficient rainfall during the winter 
months, and without water we can not make any crop. The man who 
plants a big oat crop every fall can always count on mking a success of 
his undertaking and get a crop that will always show a profit It is the 
duty of every southern farmer for his own benefit to at least plant a 
good number of acres in oats this year as feed of every kind will be

Prospects of a Large Increase 
in the Visible Supply Mon- 
day Was Said to Have In- 
fluenced the Selling 


(By Associated Press.) 

CHICAGO, Sept. 20.—More than a 
million bushels of wheat suddenly 
thrown on.the market in the last hour 
today by a few leading houses caused 
a decline in prices. Prospects,of a 
large increase in the visible supply 
Monday was said to have influenced 
selling. The close was weak, 3-4 to 1 
cent under last night. Corn dropped 
1-8 to 1-4@3-8, oats, 8-8@1i-2 to 1-2, 
and provisions 2 1-2 to 12 1-2. 

Piling up of wheat stocks northwest 
prepared the way for the setback in 
wheat. The receipts there, though be- 
low last year’s big aggregate, were 
heavy notwithstanding. They were 
brought into sharper notice because of 
the outlook for a greater accumftla- 
tion. Manitoba shipments had monop- 
olized the expert outlet, there being lit- 
tle domestic milling demand. 

Firmness of cables tended to sus- 
tain the market until selling became ag- 
gressive. More rains, favoring seed 
operations jin the winter crop belt, 
however, acted as a check on the bulls. 

When wheat declined, corn prices 
flattened out. Previously the market 
had shown strength, owing to wet 
weather, which was expected to delay 
farmers’ deliveries. There was a rea- 
son, however, to believe that the ele- 
vator companies recently have been 
niaking contract corh on a large scale. 

Early firmness of oats gave way to 
the general weakness of other grains. 
Many week-end longs sold out. 

Provisions, after holding steady for 
most of the day, showed moderate de- 
pression. The chief reason seemed to 
be that pit traders on the bull side 
preferred to let go of holdings rather 
than carry the property over to next 
week.

Played Important | 
Part in Stocks. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—The problem 
of the money market played an import- 
ant part in the speculative .situation 
this week and was an effective restrain- 
ing influence. The sharp preceding 
rise in stocks led to extensive realizing, 
another influence which tended to re- 
strict further activity on the long side. 
There were a number of special poOints 
of strength in the list, which served 
to sustain the market»and facilitate pro-~ 
fit taking, and at intervals to turn the 
whole movement upward. Sentiment over 
the future remained optimistic, but rec- 
ognition was given to the unwisdom of 
attempting to force a campaign to ad- 
vance prices at a period when the 
season’s demands for trade and com- 
merce were drawing down bank reserves 
and making extra demands for credit 
facilities. 

The hardening tendency of money 
rates, in spite of the scaling down of 
stock market loans htat was in pro- 
gress, witnessed ‘to the working of in- 
roads on banking resources. The ap- 
proaching’ money settlements in Berlin 
are being prepared for by resort to the 
London gold market. New York clear- 
ing house banks keep up their percent- 
age of reserves, but only by shifting 
loans to the trust companies, and by 
drawing on nearby money centers for 
cash. 

The August foreign trade statement 
confirmed the tendency of recent months 
toward: expansion of export values and 
shrinkage of imports. This showing is 
complicated, however, by the question of 
the results to follow the operation of 
the new tariff law. nearly approaching 
enactment. The government's ware- 
houses are stuffed with imported goods 
in bond, waiting for the reduction of 
duties to be thrown upon the market. It 
is felt that the exact effects to follow 
cannot be foreseen.- Bankers and mer- 
chants are therefore inspired to caution. 

There is a distinct improvement in 
the tone of the investment markets. The 
extraordinary strength of the reserve 
position of all the great central banks 
in Europe gives assurance of provisions 
ample for all known needs. The rise in 
securities bearing fixed interest return 
reflects this confidence. So does the 
increased readiness with which new is- 
sues are taken, including long term 
railroad bonds. > 

Trade advices continued mixed. The 
influence of crop damage remains to 
be measured. The iron and steel trade 
is given over to conjecture of the new 
competition -to be met with reduced 
duties, and of the extent of railroad 
buying to be expected. Copper statis- 
tics are a strengthening influence on 
the price of the metal.

Handker- 
chiefs and shawls, for example, were im- 
ported to the value of $1,800,050 and cot- 
ton hosiery to the extent of $2,919,900, 
while India’s purchase of sewing thread

“But these figures are far from ex- 
hausting the records of imports of arti- 
cles of clothing. Under the heading 
of apparel, goods to the extent of 
$5,207,155 were received, and India’s 
purchases of boots and shoes from 
abroad totaled $2,141,260. Another in- 
teresting feature of the record is the 
fact the umbrellas and umbrella fittings 
to the value of nearly $1,459,950 were 
included in the year’s imports. Soap 
imported aggregated $2,287,255, most of 
it being shipped from Great Britain.” 

More than 60 per cent of the imports 
into India are drawn from Great Britain. 
Last year’s imports of motor cars and 
motor cycles were valued at $4,185,190. 
Probably no other country in the Far 
East affords a better opportunity for 
the development of an American cotton 
goods trade that that of India with its 
316,000,000 people. Our jute bagging 
imports are large from that source, but 
with the native industries the textile 
trade opportunities must widen not only 
in the centers of population but through- 
out the agricultural districts.

He who 
improves the instruments of trade 
brings purchaser and consumer near- 
er togetner, and thus facilitates ex- 
change, may count himself a real 
benefactor. But even here there are 
temptations to be avoided. Let me 
suggest three. First, speculation. 
I do not mean to say that the ele- 
ment of chance can be entirely elim- 
inated from any kind of business. 
The farmer takes his chances upon 
the seasons;-the merchant takes his 
chances upon the market; the rail- 
road owner takes his chances upon 
both the season and the market, 
and we all take our chances upon 
sickness and death. Uncertainty 
enters into every human calcula- 
tion, but a distinction can be drawn 
between those uncertainties which 
are unavoidable and those uncertain- 
ties which are of the very essence 
of the transaction. There is a legiti- 
mate work for the stock exchange 
and for the chamber of commerce, 
but there is an illegitimate and vi- 
cious speculation on the stock ex- 
change and the produce market 
which has lured many business men 
to their fall. 

Tt is mot strange that many are 
,charmed by the siren song of the 
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stock ticker, but it means ruin, and 
to the extent that a man yields to 
the temptation his morals are weak- 
ened. There is but one sure meas- 
ure of reward, viz., one that com- 
pensates each in proportion as he 
serves society. The securing of 
something for nothing by a lucky 
turn of a card, or by a sudden 
change in the market paralyzes one’s 
purpose, and, in time, renders him 
unfit for patient and persistent ef- 
fort. I might emphasize the fact 
that gambling in stocks and farm 
products often leads to embezzle- 
ment, larceny and suicide, for these 
are the fruits of speculation when 
it becomes a disease. But I prefer 
to put my argument against gam- 
bling upon the broader ground that 
it is, in all cases, a demoralizing in- 
fluence, whether the gambler wins 
or loses. 

Monopoly is the second commer- 
cial temptation. Monopolies have 
been attempted ever since trading 
began, and they are more common 
today than ever before. because more 
money can be made out of them. 
Many well-meaning business men 
permit themselves to be drawn in- 
to practices which are not enly inde- 
fensible in the realm of conscience, 
but which violate the statutes. The 
officers of the law are constantly en- 
gaged in an effort to prevent the 
monopolizing of trade. 


It is strange that any one should 
attempt to defend a private monop- 
oly, for its plan and operation can 
be easily understood by any one who 
knows either human nature or his- 
tory. No judge woula be permit- 
ted to preside in his own case; no 
juror would be allowed to serve in a 
suit to which he was a party, and 
yet the head of a monopoly arbitrar- 
ily decides every day questions where 
his interests are on one side aad 
public interests on the other. Can 
he be trusted to decide impartially 
and to exact only reasonable profit? 
It is absurd to expect him to do jus- 
tice to those with whom he deals. 

We need laws making private mo- 
nopoly impossible, but we must have 
back of these laws a ‘moral senti- 
ment which will condemn the club 
wielded by the monopolist, as moral 
sentiment now condemns the higa- 
wayman’s bludgeon. 

The third temptation ro which the 
commercial man is subjected is the 
corruption of politics., Just in pro- 
portion as a corporation secures a 
monopoly of the business in which 
it is engaged, in that proportion the 
necessity for government regulation 
increases, and I may add, the difft- 
culty of securing regulation increases 
in proportion to the necessity for 1t. 
| Municipal corruption has pecome a 
byword, and the lobbyist has made 
his evil presence felt at the nationa} 
aad state capitals. Bribery is be- 
coming a fine art, and neither the 
voter nor his representative is 
spared. The one lesson that must 
be taught is that the man who gives 
a bribe is as wicked as the man who 
accepts it—I am not sure but thar 
he is more wicked, for the necessi- 
ties of the man who accepts. the 
bribe—4f need can paliiate such an 
offense—-are usually greater tnan 
those of the man who offers it.

The teacher comes into contact 


with the life of the student and, as 
our greatest joy is derived from the 
consciousness of 


tinuing pleasure to be found in the 
knowledge that he is projecting his 
influence through . future sgenera- 
tions. The heart plays as large a 
part as the head in tne teacher's 
work, because the heart is an im- 
portant factor in every life and in 
the shaping of the destiny of the 
race. I fear the plutocracy of 
wealth; I respect the aristocracy of 
learning; but I thank God for the 
democracy of the heart. And yet 
even the teacher may fall from his 
high estate, and forgetting his im- 
measurable responsibility, yield to 
the temptation to estimate his work 
by its pecuniary reward. 

Let me turn for a moment from 
the profession and the occupation of 
the calling. I am sure I shall not be 
aceused of departing from the truth 
when I say that even those who min- 
ister to.our spiritual wants and, as 
our religious leaders, help to fix our 
standards of morality, sometimes 
prove unfaithful to ~- their trust. 
They are human, and the frailties of 
man obscure the light wafch shines 
from within, even when tnat light ts 
a refiection from the throne of God. 
The ministers nave for years consid- 
ered the liquor question a moral 
question, and I would not chide them 
for their activity; but I think too 
little emphasis has been placed upoa 
the importance of tota: abstinence. 
Whether a Christian can drink in 
moderation without harm to himself 
is purely a physical question, and 
some Christians have overestimated 
their ability to confine their drink- 
ing within safe limits; but there is a 
moral question which is much larger, 
namely, can a Christian afford to in- 
dulge the appetite for drink if his 
example leads weaker men to ruin? 

Then, too, we have not sufficiently 
considered man’s social needs. Man 
must have communion 
friends, and we have left the saloon 


to furnish about the only meeting, 


place in the cities and towns. Rooms 
should be opened where men can 
meet with wholesome: surroundings 
and free from the temptations that 
are ever present where men meet in 
a room provided by one *who has a 
pecuniary interest in cultivating an 
appetite for drink. 
* ~~ . 

Not only does the;soul question 
present itself to individuals, but it 
presents itself to groups of individu- 
als as well. “ 

Let us consider the party. A po- 
lical party ean not be better than 
its ideal; in fact, it is good in pro- 
portion as its ideal is worthy, and 
its place in history is determined by 
its adherence to a high purpose, The 
party is made-for its members, not 
the members for the party; and a 
party is useful, therefore, only as it 
is a4 means through which one may 
protect his rights, guard his inter- 
ests and promote the public weltare. 
The best service that a man can ren- 
der his party is to raise its ideals. 
He basely betrays his party’s hopes 
and is recreant to his duty to his 
party associates who seeks to barter 
away a noble party purpose for tem- 
porary advantages or for the spoils 
of office. It woula be a reflection 
upon the intelligence and patriotism 
of the people to assert, or even to 
assume, that lasting benefits could 
be secured for a party by the lower- 
ing of its standards. He serves his 
party most loyally whe serves his 
country most faithfully; It ts a fatal 
error to suppose that a party can be 
permanently benefited by a betrayal 
of the nation’s interests. 

In every act of party life and party 
strife we weigh the soul. That the 
people have a right to have what 
they want is a fundamental principle 
in free government. Corruption in 
government comes from the attempt 
to substitute the will of a minority 
for the will of the majority. Every 
measure which comes up for consid- 
eration involves justice and injustice 
—vight and wrong—ana 1s, therefore 
& question of conscience. As justice 
is the basis of a nation’s strength 
and gives it hope of perpetuity, and, 
as the seeds of decay are sown when- 
ever justice enters inta govern- 
ment, patriotism as well as - con- 
science leads us to analyze every 
public question, ascertain the moral 
principle involved and tnen cast our 
influence, whether it be Breat or 
small, on the side of justice.

Round the World in an Hour 


PARIS.—If the prophecy of the scl- 
entist, M. Ernest Achdeacon, comes 
true we shall be able to go round the 
world in just over an hour. Writing 
of the marvelous progress made -i0 
aerial science, he expresses the opin- 
ion that in a few centuries aerial nav- 
igation, as we now know it, will nave 
become as out of date as the horse is 
today as a means of transport. 

“For numerous reasons,” he remarks 
in La Controverse, “it appears unlikely 
that flying machines wil! ever consid 
erably exceed 125 miles an hour. At 
this rate we should take 200 hours oF 
a little more than eight days, to make 
a circuit of the earth, 25,000 miles. BY 
the new means we shall be able t 
visit the other planets. 

“Aceording to the mathematical caleu- 
lations of M. Esnaut Pelterie, the ne¥ 
means of inter-planetary transport will 
be Jules Verne’s cannon ball trans 
formed into a continuously self-propell- 
ing rocket. The problem is to, give 
this rocket a self contained velocity of 
eleven Kilometers, nearly seven miles 
second, which would be sufficient foF 
it to leave the circle of terrestrial at 
traction. 

“At this velocity our planet could P* 
hurdled in sixty-six minutes, and ‘* 
journey from Paris to Nice covered in 
under two minutes. With about gixty 
pounds of radium a projectile of on® 
ton could be shot from the seth 10 te 
moon in about forty-nine hours. Fn* 
molecular projections of radium would 
be made to work by reaction.

Saliva is induced 
to flow after the salt has been taken, 
and the dryness of the throat is relleved. 

There are many simple remedies for 
aickling in the throat, coughing and 
hoarseness, One good remedy is gtyc- 
erin heated and rubbed hot as can be 
borne over the throat and chest, cover- 
ing with warm flannel. 

A glassiul of plain milk heated to the 
boiling point and sipped very slowly 
from @ spoon often stops the inclination 
to cough. If milk is not on hand, hot 
water will sometimes prove effective. 

Salt is a very good whitener for the 
‘teeth tf it is used mot too frequentiy. 
Once a week is often enough to substi- 
tute tt for the usual powder, 

I can never refrain from warning my 
friends about using powders which are 
not of a fine nature. A rough powder 


will do much damage to the enamel of

Shake the bottle occasionally. Pass through 
a filtering paper and it is ready for use. 


Have you ever felt the comforts of 
@ warm salt bag when suffering with 
a toothache or neuralgia? Of course 
the salt will not cure, but it will give 
relief, and that means a great deal 
when one’s feelings are all located in 
the face and head for the time heing. 

If you have an old ubber water 
bag which cannot hold water, cover 
the holeS with adhesive plaster and 
use it for a receptacle into which 
Warmed salt may be poured when a 
hot application is needed. 

A poor condition of the hair is 
often due to the improper circula- 
tion of the blood through the scalp. 
To start the blood to flowing correct- 
ly massage is advised; and if salt is 
rubbed into the scalp, the circulation 
will soon be stimulated. The salt 
massage need not be given more than 
once a month, and then the head 
should be shampooed after the treat- 
ment. But do not neglect the daily 
Massage and brushing of the hair. 

A salt-water solution is very sooth- 
ing to hives, When the affected skin 
starts to itch, bathe it with the solu- 
tion, using the same proportion of 
salt and water prescribed for the 
nasal douche, ‘ 

Moistened baking powder applied to 


the hives will make them less irri- 
table. 

When afflicted with the hives, one 
should be most careful to avoid those 
foods which heat the blood. It is 
well to take half a teaspoonful of 
cream of tartar in a tumbler of water

piece which I am offering today! 

I have hae the design arranged so 
that one-half of the circle is shown, 
and it is sufficient to speak for itself 
to all embroiderers who like the floral 
decoration for centerpieces. 

After transferring the design and com- 
pleting it by keeping the center station- 
ary anid matching scallops and diiam- 
eter, decide on the best of methods 
which I shall suggest. 

You will notice that there are dots 
for punched work arranged around the 
border of the circle. The fiower and 
leaves Can be worked in several ways. 
One very effective method is the use 
ot the long-and-short stitch around the 
elgs of the flower petals. Make this a 
solid border about one-quarter of an 
dnch in width. Fill in the rest of each 
petal with seed stitches. Thesé are small 
back stitches, the thread remaining 
loose so as to represent small seeds. 
Whe stitches are made in parallel rows 
close together. 

When you work the centers use the 
bullion stitch. This is a long French 
knot, made by bringing the point of the 
needle up through the material, twisting 
the thread arounid it from twelve to 
twenty times, passing it down through 
the coil to the wrong side and leaving 
a long “spring’’ of thread that makes 
one stamen of the center. 

The leaf should be outlined on the 
central stem and both ovals. You can 
fill in the outer rim with solid stitches 
and the central part with seed stitches, 
or roverse the idea. Keep the outline 
of the shape distinctly worked, for the 
punched work will come up to it anid 
should be sharply defined. 

When you punch, use a tapestry 
needle or a regular tthree-sided needle 
that comes for this king of work, Pass 
the needle through two dots that are 
opposite. Work in parallel rows, pass- 
ing down to a row below by a slanting 
direction of the needle on the under 
side of the material, 

When you have worked over the en- 


tire space in, a horizontal direction, 
complete the ‘squares by ‘working in 
vertical lines. Do not pull the goods 
from the hole. The constamt punching 
of the needle will give the open effect 
When you have finished. Pulling will 
Cause a rough gathered surface, 

The edge should be padded first be- 
fore buttonholing. Use soutache braid 
Which has been rinsed in-water to 
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_you fyuttonhole over it. This is one of

shrink it if yow wish a solid padding. 
Hold it as you would couching thread 
with one hand, while you buttonhole 
over it around the scallops. 

Another method is to use twelve or 
sixteen strands of darning cotton as a 
padding, holding it in the scallops as 


the most satisfactory methods that I 
know. The papier mache scallops are 
purchasable at most art needlework 
stores or departments, and the regular, 
old-fashioned long padding stitches of 
darning cotton are still used. 

Although this design is for a center- 
piece, it is full of possibilities, A sten- 
cil can be made and ‘the flowers painted 
with stencil dyes, using a deep purple 
for the blossorms and a silvery green 
for the leaves. Outline the stenciled 
pattern when dry, using heavy silk or 
mercerized cotton. A pillow top, center- 
piece and table runner on tan linen 
make a beautiful library or living hall 
set. Punched work can be combined 
with stenciling. 

I have seen a beautiful blouse made 
with a yoke outlined with clematis 
flowers and leaves. A lovely open- 
work effect is obtainable by using 
valenciennes or plain net for the 
flowers. Baste this “over the whole 
blossom, and outline with buttonhole 
stitches about one-quarter of an inch 
deep. Cut away the linen underneath 
and trim the edges of the net on the 
right side. The first laundering will 
do tne rest of the shrinking. 

I know that you are anxious to plan 


this design to suit your own needs.

ANDKERCHIEF boxes are love- 
H ly when they have a liberal 
amount of your favorite sachet 

, padded into their silk linings. Unfor- 
tunately, however, the delightful odor 
loses strength, and one would prob- 
ably have to rip many rows of shirr- 
ing, etc., in the \pretty linings in or- 
der to renew the supply. A very 
practical sachet box recently seen at 
a bazaar entirely overcame this diffi- 
eulty. The shirred silk lining con- 
tained narrow but deep pockets about 
the edge, one on each of the four 
sides, into which the sachets of 
white muslin were slipped. They 
could readily be renewed at will, and 
as the little bags were of such ordi- 
nary material one would feel no re- 


gret in throwing them away, as 
sometimes occurs with their more 
elaborate satin and embroidered sis- 
ters. To insure even a more lasting 
perfume to the box, the one in ques- 
tion was made from one of those de- 
lightful sweet-grass baskets.

How to Transfer 


ERE are suggestions for thkans- 
H ferring the pattern before yow 
to any material before working. 
Perhaps the easiest way is the “win- 
dow-pane” method. Tihis is successful 
when the material is thin, like linen, 
batiste, ete. Pin the sheet of paper 
and the material togetner and hold 
them up against the glass of a win- 
dow. With a sharp pencil draw on the 
™material the design, which can be easily 
seen through the goods. If one-half of 
the design only be given, unpin the 
paper and turn the other side to the 
fabric. . 

If you have carbon paper, you should 
place the sheet between your fabric and 
the newspaper. The latter on top, 
With a sharp pencil go over the outline 
of the design. The impression will be 


left in fine lines and will last until 
worked. 


The last way is also easy. On wax 
or ordinary tissue paper trace 

the pattern before you. When the de- 
sign is completed, turn over the paper 
and outline the pattern with a heavy 
leed pencil. Then place the design 
down on the fabric and redraw the out- 
line, pressing hard with the pencil, The 
pattern will be transferred without diffi-

heve, of course, seen the 
Y shoestring bags—those made with 
ine simple crochet stitch, you 
know. They are serviceable, but no one 
would care to assume the responsibil- 
ity of calling them beautiful. Suppose, 
then, that you were to substitute a soft 
silk tape for the wiry shoestring; can 
you not picture the richness? True, 
silk tape is rather expensive and not 
always obtainable, but ‘‘where there's a 
will there’s a way,” anid here is one of 
the ways. 

If you are acquainted with an under- 
wear manufacturer or a friend has a 
friend who has another friend who 
knows one, see if that manufacturer 
will not relax his iron-bound wholesale 
rules and sell you a spool of the all- 
silk tape that be uses to run through 
undervests. And if you can’t scrape up 
an acquaintance with such a manufac- 
turer for the occasion, muster all your 
courage to the front and call upon him 
at his factory and state your errand. 


The spools are about six inches long 
and four wide, and contain yards upon 
yards of the tape, quite enough to make 
at least two bags. The bag can be 
made as fancy or as plain as desired 
and fined with any color. A girl who 
is fortunate enough to be the daughter 
of an underwear manufacturer has a 
heavy silk tape bag of champagne 
color lined with Javender messaline, 
and it sometimes serves as_a slipper 
bag as well as workbag. The cham- 

e-colored tape may be somewhat 
difficult to obtain, so that you will have 
to be content with cream or white. 


‘For the Traveler 


VERY one is, of course, familiar 
with the little needle and pin 
cases that are ofttimes the good 


angels of travelers. But a new feature 
can be added to this old standby—a 
tiny button bag—just the thing to hold 
shoe buttons, buttons of all kinds, even 
collar buttons if the traveler be a man, 
or a shirtwaist woman. Take a foot of 
Dresden ribbon and line it with soft 
flannel (to keep the pins and needles 
from rusting, especially where there is 
salt air). Cut the flannel about a quar- 
ter of an inch smaller all around than 
the ribbon. Lay the flannel on the rib- 
bon and turn the ribbon up over the 
raw edge of the flannel and briar-stitch 
it to the flannel on the inside, Now 
work two small buttonholes-in the 
square end of the ribbon (the other end 
is to be pointed) and place two tiny 
pearl buttons about three inches from 
this square end on the flannel, The 
end containing the buttonholes can then 
be turned up and buttoned to the small 
pearl buttons, which are set in about 
an inch from either edge. Fasten the 
little pouch or bag thus made with an 
over-and-over stitch along the sides. The 
buttons at the top are not to keep the 
bag in place—the stitches at the sides 
‘will do that—but to fasten the bag after 
the buttons have been deposited in it 
so that they will not fall out. Fasten 
about a foot of narrow ribbon on the 
ointed end of the case. The ribbon 
s to be tacked in the center to the 
point so that when: the case is rolled 
up there will be two ends to tie about 
it and fasten into a bow. 


To Mend and Freshen 
Gloves 


NEAT and durable method of 
mending kid gloves is to but- 
tonhole around the edges of the 
tear or hole in the glove before draw-, 
ing the sides of the worn place to- 
gether. The mending stitches will 
not then be so likely to tear out. 
When cleaning white kid gloves, put 
one of the gloves upon the hand (the 
other hand must be left free to do the 
work) and immerse in a basin of gaso- 
Mne. Wet a small soft brash with the 
liquid and rub upon it a good white 
soap. Scrub the glove gently with the 
soap and gasoline, rinse in clean gaso- 
line and hang in the shade to dry. 
Treat the other glove in the same man- 
ner. The rinsing gasoline may be re- 
turned to a separate bottle for future 
use in washing, but not rinsing, gloves. 
The soapy gasoline is, of course, thrown 
away. Gently pull and stretch the 
gloves, after they are dry, before at- 
tempting to put them on the hands. 


Embroidered Bandeaux 


T Is said that bandeaux are to be 


popular again this winter. Many of 
them are tto be jeweled and some- 
what barbaric, a style best suited to 
older women and tall, stately girls. This 
does not mean, of course, that our pe- 
tite sisters will not share in their splen- 
dor, but there, will be many occasions 
when they can substitute softer, less 
ornate bandeaux to advantage. 
Nothing could be prettier for ithe de- 
butante in a filmy pink frock than a 
soft gilt ribbon bandeau embroidered 
in apple blossoms or tiny pink roses. 
A heavy silk could be used that would 
work up quickly and yet be very ef- 
fective. For a blue frock, a gilt ban- 
deau enrbroidered with tiny forget-me- 
nots trailing from the center to the 
ends would beautifully carry out the 
color note of the gown. Black velvet 
embroidered in gilt thread would offset 
the yellow gown, and any number of 


ether colors could be combined with 
good effect. 


Colored Laces 


T TS ofttimes very difficult indeed to 
I get colored laces in just the shade 
desired, and even dyeing is not al- 
ways satisfactory. One woman, skill- 
ful at crocheting, makes laces of heavy 
twisted silk in colors for some of her 
own and her daughter’s handsomest 
gowns. The colored crocheted lace 
gives the gowns a decidedly unusual 
touch. Linen thread or mercerized cot- 
tons can also be used, depending, of 
course, upon the material of which the 
dress is made. e 


The Child’s Bath 


NE can introduce play and fancy 
into 60 many things connected 
with the daily necessaries that 

are often s0 disagreeable to children. 
What ordeal is worse for the average 
cnila than being “‘scrubbed’’? No doubt 
if put to a vote they would umanimous- 
ly agree with the little fellow who ac- 
cused’ his mother of j 
“Always washin’ something, 
Half the time it's me.” 

A pretty towel embroidered in yellow 
ducks would afford an element of at- 
traction in the baghing hour. If done 
in the simple tapestry: stitch the em- 
broidering of the ducks will take but a 
short time. Sometimes towels can be 
obtained already stamped for the pur- 
pose. If not, cut a duck from an illus- 
tration, if one can be found, and trace 
it with carbon ugon the towel. Work 
over the outline thus transferred in 
yellow, insert a black eye, and the duck 
is complete. -One duck placed after the 
other, in a line, and then a blue patch 
of tapestry stitch at the end of the 
towel will make the ducks appear as 
though they are waddling toward a 
pond. The towel can be simply hem- 
med, hemstitched, or scalloped and 
buttonholed in white mercerized twist. 
The small washicloths can be decorated 
with a fish in outline stitch or a tiny 
boat. A make-believe game of “Going 
to the Seashore’ will oftttimes bring 
an otherwise reluctant child willingly to 
the dreaded tub, 

If the child is quite small a rubber 


doll that he may take into the tub with 
him will give untold delight. 


A Fascinating Cap 


6é H, WHAT a dream of 4 cap, 
O Molly!’? exclaimed a friend of

Each 
end was gathered in and weighted down 
with a somewhat larger pink chiffon 
rosebud and just a touch of green foli- 
age.

HANDMADE SHOES FOR BABY

little broadcloth shoes a Woman was 
making for her tiny nephew—so I pags it 
on to you, for they are indeed, as one 
admirer aptly said, “the cunningest baby 
shoes she had ever seen.’’ 

They are easy to make; that is, easy 
for any one who enjoys needlework; 
and what mother will not appreciate the 
handiwork of her friends displayed in 
such a gift? 

The pattern is given in its actual size. 
All you have to do is to trace it on the 
material as you would the embroidery 
pattern on this page, or cut it out and 
use it as it is for your pattern. 

White broadcloth and fine French 
fiannel are the best materials to use in 
the making, but you can make them of 
kid, either soft suede -or very fine 
French kid. You may use pink or blue 
cloth or kid, if you wish, and work with 
white silk floss. 

Now we will make one shoe; the other, 
of course, is made exactly like it. Cut 
out the sole, the toe, the flap and then 
double the material in order to cut two 
pieces for the uppers.

Pin the center front of the toe to 
the center front of the sole where the 
notch is marked on the pattern. Baste 
these two parts together and then put- 
tonhole them together with pink or blue 
silk floss. 

Now join the back seams of the 
uppers, using the buttonhole stitch, 
which, by the way. is used throughout 
the making of the shoes: then join the 
lower edge of the uppers to the sole 
with the seam to the center, as indi- 
cated. The blas portion of the upper is 
then joined to the curved portion of the 


toe, and the little flap is joined to the 
shaped part of the upper as indicated 
by the dess on the pattern. 


Now buttonhole all around the scal- 
loped edge of the flap and the top of 
the uppers, work the tiny buttonholes 
in the flap and attach very smaili ball 
buttons of pearl to the other side of 
the upper, as shown in the picture. 

The little tassels are made by winding 
the silk around a card one inch wide, 
running a thread through one end and 
tying it tight; then slip the silk off 
the card and tie the tassel] around the

top coats to the extent of lowering the belt, or in 
many cases, putting the belt on a coat which a few 
seasons ago would not have had a belt. But the 
blouse itself has no place in the fall coat designs, ex- 
eept for young girls. The reason for that is very 
evident when one considers how impractical the blouse 
is for adaptation in heavy materials such as are being 
used. Many coats have belts, however, just a little 
below the natural waistline, and some of the most 
popular medium priced overgarments are made with 
a wide belt which is stitched on to the coat a few 
inches below the natural waistline. These belts seem 
more like trimmings than like belts, however. 

The oriental idea, which has influenced s0 many of 
the handsome garments of the Paris designers, is 
considerably modified for the utility coats which 
American women will wear. It is present only in 
trimmings, which are very handsome in coloring 
and in texture, and in an occasional afternoon coat 
with a wide sash.

PLAN IS SUCCESSFUL. 

It is surprising that other churches 
have not taken to the plan of 
“checking their babies.” At St. 
Paul's, the nursery has had complete 
success, and seemingly this plana 
would be equally as practicable else- 
where. Of course, there are few 
black ‘‘mammies’’ such as the one 
who tends to the babies of St. Paul’s, 
and keeps them so interested that 
each is sorry when church has closed. 


But substitutes could be had. 


St. Paul’s, at first doubtful of the 
feasibility of a Sunday nursery, al- 
though it never doubted the need of 
@ means by which mothers could be 
relieved of the care of their babies 
during services. Department stores 
had tried such a plan and had met 
with success. But the church was not 
sure that a nursery would fit in asa 
part of the Sunday services. 

But the experiment was made. 
Plainly enough those mothers who 
were unable to leave their little ones 


at home, needed this assistance from 
the church. Several rooms were set 
aside for nursery purposes, toys were 
placed there, and last and most im- 
portant of all the black ‘‘mammy” 
who is a genuius at story telling, was 
discovered. 

On the first Sunday that the nurs- 
ery was opened, nearly a dozen babies 
were left there for safe-keeping dur- 
ing church services, and no one was 
better pleased than the babies. 

Did they fret and long to see the 
sermon done and everyone upon his 
way home? Could anyone feel dis- 
contented with ‘“‘mammy’’ telling 
those famous tales of the guileful Mr« 
Rabbit? Why, you might as well sug" 
gest that Peter Pan is tiresome or 
that Hans Christian Anderson’s tales 
are stupid. 

The children felt that being check- 
ed was a delightful experience, and 
the number who were left in the care 
of the nursery began to grow larger 
upon each Sunday which followed. 
The babies looked forward to 
“mammy’s’” Sunday morning stories 
with as much interest, perhaps, a lit- 
tle ‘bit more, than their parents did 
to the Sunday services. 

In addition, mothers who other- 
wise might have been kept away by 
the care of the little ones, were en- 
abled to attend church; and to feel, 
in doing so, that the babies were in 
the best of hands. 

St. Paul’s proved in a sentence 
that checking babies is an excellent 
and a practicable plan. 

In addition to its large Sunday 
school, this church has a member- 
ship of 2,000—one of the largest in 
the Southern Methodist church—and 
also is a church without debt. 

Under the pastorate of Rev. B. F. 
Fraser there been over 200 additions 
to the church the past year. Today 
the church is celebrating “home-com- 
ing’ day and hopes to set a new 
record for church attendance in At- 
lanta.

PARIS.—There is.so much talk about 
dyed: furs this week! thatthe subject 
beomes more and more interesting. 

It would be difficult to know what 
reason was behind this new movement 
of coloring peltry to create a brilliant 
effect. Possibly novelty, possibly the 
desire to attract attention and create 
comment, and possibly because the fur- 
riers’ had a great deal of certain kinds 
‘of peltry left-over and thought it would 
be a good way to get rid of it if it took 
on the hues of an Easter eggs. 

Every day you run up against a bright 
purple fox which would terrify.an orig- 
inal fox out of its wits. Think of a 
tiny mole peering up from the ground 
and seeing its brothers dyed bright 
green. Imagine a wild red fox looking 
at itself turned into a gurgeous Turkish 
blue. 

But such is the new moyement with 
furs and there are’ many who already 
think that it is better to wear a purple 
and? blue :fox than a yellow one. There 
were so many red foxes on the market 
this summer and they were so plenti- 
fully worn-in July that itis . probable 
some eccentric furrier or dressmaker 
thought of dipping the surplus ones in 
the dye pot and putting them out in 
front of the public as-an experiment.

A Wise Suggestion; Adopt It. 


The proposal that the State Prison Commission 
employ at least tour civil engineers and road ex- 
perts to aid the various counties in the efficient 
building of highways is so obviously wise that it 
should be put into effect with the least possible 
delay. Such a plan would reduce the cost and 
increase the service of Georgia roads and would 
also furnish a basis and starting point for te 
development of a Statewide system of good roads, 
which is the paramount need of our highway 1n- 
terests. 

Commissioner Patterson, the author of this sug- 
gestion, bas written to the officials of each county 


asking their opinion of the proposed enterprise. 


He explains that the engineers could be at the dis- 
posal of the counties for at least ten days in each 
year and could assist them in locating, laying out, 
improving and maintaining their roads, in«putting 
the proper surface on roads, in constructing 
bridges and in doing this work in the most com- 
petent and economical manner. ‘We realize,” 
says the commissioner, “that most of the coun- 
ties are unable to employ an engineer for all of 
his time, however advantageous that would be; it 
has been thought, therefore, that this department 
could be of assistance in providing these four ex- 
perts at the expense of the State, whose services 
the counties could use. 

This offer will doubtless evoke widespread re- 
sponse, for, it goes to the pith of problems that 
concern scores of Georgia counties.

_ The Treasure of Pecans. 

Pecan growing is bound to becoMe one of tne 
most important branches of Southern agriculture, 
if, indeed, it is not already so. The food value otf 
these nuts is unusually high, the cost of producing 
and marketing them is comparatively low, while 
the demand for them is worldwide. 
conditions form the basis of a permanent and 
profitable industry. . 

Mr. Alexander McRae, a successful horticul- 
turist of Alabama, contributed to a recent issue 
of the Florala (Ala.) News an interesting dis- 
cussion of the nutriment in pecans. In this con- 
nection he uses a particularly pungent illustra- 
tion. A quarter of a large pecan kernel, when 
lighted at the end as if it were a candle, will 
burn with a slow, clear flame ‘‘as pure and free 
“Whe a small portion is well 
charred, blow out the flame and let the nostrils 
feast on the odor of the slender thread of smoke 
arising. Every meat eater instantly exclaims 
burnt steak.” The fact is the very oils which 
make up the rich sustenance in beef are conatain- 
ed in pecans, though in a far purer quality and 
far more abundantly.

If, as some economists predict, a food substitute 
for meat must be found, because of the steady in- 
crease in population and the decrease in the sup- 
ply of meat, the pecan, it would seem, will go 
far toward answering this need. Mr. McRae con- 
tends furthermore that pecans, while serving the 
Same purpose as beef, can be grown so cheapiy 
and so plenteously and handled with such a mini- 
mum risk or loss that they are an ideal food 
product both from the farmer’s and the coa- 
sumer’s standpoint. The pecan tree is hardy, of 
rapid growth, of early fruition and its old age 
is even more bountiful than its youth. Pecans 
are not perishable, as meat or fruit or vegetables 
are. The cost of marketing and storing them is 
thus slight. . 

In America the growth of the finer varieties or 
the pecan is limited to the lower South but the 
demand for them extends over the nation and the 
world. It is gratifying to note that this important 
industry is receiving more and more attention in 
Georgia. It offers safe and fruitful field of in- 
vestment to business men and farmers alike; as 
a source of steady wealth. and enterprise for the 
State it is, perhaps, unsurpassed.

Vienna’s Gaieties Not 
-: . For the Stranger 


With the Viennese, gayety comes under the same 
physiological category as chilblains, hunger and fa- 
tigue. It is accepted as one of the natural and neces- 
sary adjuncts of life like eating and sleeping and love- 
making. It is an item in their pharricopoeia. They 
do not make a business of pleasure any more than the 
Englishman makes a business of walking, or the 
American of drinking Peruna, or the German of beer- 
bibing. For this reason, pleasure in Vienna is not 
elaborate and external. It is a private, intimate thing 
in which every citizen participates according to his 
standing and his pocketbook. The Austrians do not 
commercialize their pleasure in the hope of wheedling 
dollars from American pockets. 

Vienna is perhaps the one city in the world which 
maintains a consistent attitude of genuine indifference 
toward the outsider, which deliberately makes it diffi- 
cult for foreign Florizels to find diversion. The live- 
liest places in Vienna present the gloomiest exteriors. 
The official guides maintain a cloistered silence re- 
garding those addresses at which Viennese society dis- 
ports itself when the ledgers are closed and the courts 
have adjourned. The Viennese hold out no encourage- 
ment for globe trotting Don Juans. 

In this respect Vienna is different from amy other 
large city in Europe. The joys of Parisian night life 
are as artificial as cosmetics. They are organized and 
executed by technicians subtly schooled in the psychol- 
ogy of the Puritan mind. To the American, all forms 
of pleasure are excesses, to be indulged in only’ at rare 
intervals; and Paris supplies him with the opportuni- 
ties. Berlin, and even Munich, makes a buginess of 
gayety. St. Petersburg, patterning after Paris, excites 
the visitor with visions of gaudy glory; and London, 
outwaidly chaste, maintains a series of supper clubs 
which in the dishonesty of their subterranean Pleas- 
ures surpass in downright immorality any city in Eu- 
rope. Budapest is a miniature Babylon burning in- 
cense by night which assails the visitor's nostrils and 
sends him into delirious ecstasies. San Francisco and 
New York are both equipped with opportunities for all- 
night indulgences. In not one of these cities does the 
sight Seeker or the joy hunter find difficulty in samp- 
ling the syrups of Sin. 

But Vienna! He will search in vain for a key to 
the night life. By bribery he may wring an admission 
or obtain an address from the hotel clerk; but the 
menage to which he is directed is, alas, not what he 


seeks. He may plead with cabmen or buy the honor 
of taxicab drivers, but little information will he ob- 
tain. For these gentlemen, Strange as it may seem, 


are almost as ignorant of the gayety of Vienna as he 
himself.—Willard Huntington Wright in October Smart 
Set. 


The Necessity for a 


Philosophy of Life 


It should not surprise nor disturb us that the sci- 
entific interpretation of life leads to materialism, or 
to the conviction of the all-sufficiency of the mechan- 
ical and chemical forces of dead matter to account for 
all living phenomena. It need not surprise us be- 
cause positive Science, as such, can deal only with 
physical and chemical forces. if there is anything 
in this universe besides physical and chemical force, 
science does not know it. It does not know it be- 
cause it is absolutely beyond the reach of its analysia. 
‘,en we Zo beyond the sphere of the concrete, the ex- 
perimental, the verifiable, only our philosophy can heip 
us. The world within us, the world of psychic forces, 
is beyond the ken of science. It can analyze the liv- 
ing body, trace all its vital processes, resolve them 
into their mechanical and chemical equivalents, show 
us the arts played by the four elements, carbon, oxy- 
gen, hydrogen, and nitrogen, the part played by water 
and by carbon dioxide, the part played by -oxidation, 
and the like, and yet it cannot tell us the secret of life 
*-of that which makes organic chemistry so vastly dif- 
ferent irom inorganic. It discloses to us the wonders 
of the cell—a world of mystery by itself; it analyzes 
the animal body into organs, and the organ~ into tis- 
Sues, and the tissues into cells, but tne secret of or- 
ganization utterly baffles it. After Prof. Wilson had 
concluded his masterly work on the cell, - was forced 
to admit that the final mystery of the cell eluded him, 
and that his investigation “on the whole seemed to 
wider rather than to narrow the enormous gap that 
separates even the lowest forms of life from the inor- 
ganic world,—John Burroughs in the October Yale 
Review.

International Educators 
By Frederic J. Haskin 


Philadelphia will entertain the meeting of the Ip. 
ternational Congress of Home Ed. cation during the 
last week of September. Delegates are coming to 
this congress from many of the countries of Europe, 
among them France, Germany, Holland ana Belgium, 
Dr. Martin Grove Brumbeugh, who organizeq the 
American school system of Porto Rico and who is now 
the superintendent of Schools gn Philadelphia, hag 
been abroad for several months studying educational 
problems in Europe and enlisting the interest of the 
educators of that continent in the International con- 
gress. 


During his trip to Europe Dr. Brumbaugh has 
found many things to praise, many things he thinks 
might be utilized to great advantage in the schools of 
the United States. He points out that the average 
Belgium farmer makes ten acres of ground yield as 
much as the average Pennsyivania farmer can coax 
out of 100 acres, The Belgians have intensive farm. 
ing, and that demands intensive education, each per. 
son interested in education aiming to do one 
thoroughly well, and all of them aiming to mak 
ehild go in the Same direction.

While the International congress is thoroughly 
alive to the needs of public education it feels that ¢ 
higher type of home training is also needed, and vy 
supplementing the school with home training it hopes 
the child will reach maturity with a healthy body, a 
developed mind, and so trained that he or she will 
never be content until the most has been made o;

Dr. Brumbaugh holds up Belgium as an example 
of what proper vocational training may do for chil- 
dren. At the recent international exposition at Ghent 
the Belgians amazed the other countries Participating 
by the showing its children were able to make. The 
training given them is such that the minute they 
come out of school they ate ready to take their place 
as wealth producers. One child may be taught espe. 
cially the art+of dairying, another the art of grain 
growing, but each one is sure to be given some Special] 
training in a line where he can become uesful and a 
wealth producer at Once. And to this is attributed 
the remarkable progress that Belgium has been mak. 
ing. The best authorities of Europe are brought to 
Belgium to tell the children how to do things, and 
each time one of them comes there is an exposition 
held showing what the trained child may accomplisn 
in the line with which the speaker deals.

The movement in Belgium is spreading rapidly in 
the other countries of western Purope, and it finds 4 
counterpart in the movement for the rediction of m- 
ral education in the United Sates. Perhaps 10,000,000 
children of school age live on the farms of the United 
States. While great progress has been mate in the 
past twenty years in city education, it is only recently 
that educators have awakened to the fact that the 
farm child has been neglected in the development of 
educational facilities. In spite of the fact that the 
most of his education had to be obtained in a little 
old one-room country school house, where one teacher 
taught all the grades, with thirty or forty pupils, and 
with twenty or twenty-five classes during the day, 
the country boy still became a wealth producer and a 
useful member of society. He kept the farm going, 
and enough of his kind found their way to the city to 
supply an infusion of fresh blood into the veins of 
city life.

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When educators began to welgh things and to take 
stock of educational results they found that the money 
Spent by the state on the education of the rural child 
was yielding greater economic returns than that spent 
upon the city child, and they decided that the country 
child ought to have at least as good educational ad- 
vantages as the city child. So came the movement 
for making over the rural school, a movement that is 
just now getting under full swing. One of the great 
factors in this movement is the attitude of the United 
States bureau of education under its present commis- 
sioner, P. P. Claxton. He says that rural education 
has long been neglected, and that he will measure his 
success as an educator by the assiStance he can ren: 
der the movement to give the farm boy as good @ 
school and as good a teacher as the child of the city 
has. In the hope of bringing this ideal to a realiza- 
tion he has headed a national movement in that direc- 
tion. He has written to every State and county Su- 
perintendent of schools, calling attention to the short 
term of the rural school and asking that efforts be 
made to lengthen it, 

se ¢ 

His inquiry shows that the average school year in 
the rural school is 138 days, while that in the cities 
is 184 days. He thinks that the country child ought 
to have 180 days a year of schooling. Contending 
that the people of the future cannot rise above theif 
teachers, he would make the qualifications for teactier® 
in the rural districts just as high as those in the 
cities. He would require a minimum of four yeart 
high school training and two years of normal or col 
lege training as the standard for entrance into the 
teaching profession. 

. * * 

In the country school heretofore there has been n° 
such standard. Even today, in some of the states 
teacher standards are distressingly low. For intance, 
in Alabama only 7 per cent of the teachers have 
taught more than two years and it is probable thal 
not one teacher in ten measures up to the minimum 
standard laid down by Dr. Claxton. The avertag* 
teacher in the old-fashioned ungraded school probably 
has gone through such a school and then has had 
three months’ instruction in a “summer normal’ be 
fore becoming a teacher.

The state normal school at Troy, Ala, recently hit 
upon a scheme that might be followed in every normal 
School community with great advantage. It decided 
to establish a rural school experiment station wer?

Asbestos.—The chief supply of do- 
mestic asbestos in this country for the 
last several years has been obtained 
from the Sal Mountain asbestos mines 
located in White county, Georgia. It 
has been the opinion of the company 
operating this mine for some time that 
their supply of asbestos was well nigh 
exhausted, but development work in the 
last few months has brought to light 
what appears to be a larger amount 
of the material and of a higher grade 
than has heretofore been in sight. In 
addition to this locality, undeveloped 
prospects of asbestos, which appear to 
be of fair grade, are widely distribut- 
ed throughout the Piedmont plateau, in- 
dicating that the reserve of this ma- 
terial is not only large, but that it will 
long continue a souree of revenue. 

Clay.—-The value of clay mined and 
scold in Georgia exceeds that of any 
states with the exception of New Jer- 
| sey, Pennsylvania, Missouri. There are 
a number of varieties of Georgia clays 
put on the market, but the main out- 
put is high-grade kaolin used chiefly in 
the paper trade. Nearly 50 per cent 
of the paper clays used in this country 
are obtained from the Georgia mines. 
In addition to supplying the paper trade, 
there is also a limited amount of these 
high-grade clays used in the manufac- 
ture of fire brick and china ware, etc. 
These kaolins, which are of sedimen- 
tary origin, are foynd in the cretaceous 
formation near the northern boundary of 
the Coastal Plain, where they occur in 
great purity, forming beds often twenty 
feet thick. 
clays that they are put directly on the 
market without washing or other prep- 
aration. 

The extent of these clays is so great 
that the supply will probably last for 
generations to come. They are found 
also along almost unbroken line of out- 
croppings from near Butler, in Taylor 
county, to Augusta, a distance of more 
than 150 miles. There is probably no 
piace in this country where high-grade 
sedimentary kaolin occurs in such a 
freat abundance as in the locality here 
teferred to. 

In summing up the above statements, 
which are intended only as a partial re- 
view of the mineral resources of Geor- 
gia, the fact seems to be established 
without question that the Empire State 
of the South has not only a great va- 
riety of mineral wealth, but that the 
mineral wealth is so abundant that it 
will amply supply all demands for years 
to come. But I would here add in con- 
| clusion in the name of conservation that, 
although Georgia’s mineral resources 
jin many respect appear to be well nigh 
}inexhaustible, fhevertheless, this — fact, 
even though it be literally true, should 
not by’ any means license the useless and 
prodigal waste of these resources.

Bebel’s Last Letter 


(Special Cable to The Journal.) 
BERLIN.—August Bebel, the German 


Socialist leader, who died a few days 
ago, made, in his last letter, an admis- 
sion which may account for the recent 
strengthening of the German army. 

According to the translation the let- 
ter is in the following terms: 

“Sir: In reply to your inquiry wheth- 
er Barthou was right in stating in the 
French chamber that Germany was in- 
creasing her military force in order to 
effect a stroke against France, I beg to 
reply that this is quite incorrect. 

“During the discussion I could, of 
course, not make any communication, for 
in the first place I did not want to inter- 
rupt the French project, and in the sec- 
ond, my discretion as a member of the 
reichstag did not permit of my doing it. 

‘But what I am saying to you today, 
ana which is from the best informed 
sources, is this: The German emperor 
has seen during this Balkan war that 
our army has completely gone to the 
j;degs, that is, our officers are tneapable 
of commanding and the material is ab- 
solutely im*possible. If then, the French 
‘had had the wish to attack us they 
| would probably have been successful, for 
| we were not strong enough at the fron- 
tier, as Kiderlen-Waechter, who former- 
‘ly dealt with the French harshly, had 
to admit. 
| “Pf the French had guessed that we 
were not strong enough they would 
fAave begun. The German emperor saw 
that the French arms had a much great- 
‘er importance in the Balkan war than 
the German ones; he also knew that the 
military element from Germany which 
jhelped the Turks was to blame for the 
{msfortune of the Turks. 

“It is, besides, an open secret that 
Germany was to blame for this defeat, 
since the most important -work was in 
|}the hands of Germany, and it is very 
|e mpromising to us, because the French 
arms helped the Bulgarians and Serv- 
jians for the first time. 

“The emperor, being always practical, 
|} bad to do something, and of Course he 
|ceused the French to think that the 
German military preparations were be- 
ing directed against them. I can assure 
|you that the emperor himself is glad 
that the Germans are left in peace, for

A atriking illustration of the impor- 
tance of medium capacity motor trucks 
in the delivery field is given in a letter 
recently received by the Willys-Over- 


‘and company, of Toledo, from a de- 


partment store firm in one of the largest 
cities of the middle west. According to 
the statement of the superintendent of 
delivery for this firm, there has Been 
a 77 per cent increase in business, with 
a 33 per cent saving in operation and 
maintenance cost in two months’ service 
of a Willys-Utility three-quarter ton 
truck, over the three horse and wagon 


outfits which it replaced. 

The letter states that in eight weeks 
the truck has delievered 9,246 packages 
per month, as against 5,328 packages de- 
livered by the horse-drawn wagons, and 
at the same time the cost of delivery 
per package has dropped from 28 1-2 
cents to 2 3-10 cents. For the purpose 
of comparison, the department store of- 
ficials has placed a value of $1 each on 
the packages delivered, a net profit of 
10 per cent on each package. According 
to this compilation, a total of $391.80 
per month has been addef to the net 
income of the store and 2 saving of 
$110.95 per month, or $1,331.40 per year 
has been effected in operation and up- 
keep costs of the delivery system. This 
amount is especially interesting, inas- 
much as it represents nearly 95 per 
cent of the original cost of the truck.

The produce dealers and commission 
men of Atlanta are singing @ prosperity 
song all their own just now that har- 
monizes well with the tune of high 
price cotton. 


They all predict that the fall season, 
which is due to be in full swing within 
a few weeks, will be one of the best the 
commission men have had in years. 

Signs of increasing activity are seen 
along the produce dealers’ section of 
South Broad street already, though it is 
still quite early for the “season” and 
though all reports indicate. the season 
will be a’little late in really arriving. 

But when it does arrive watch out, 
say the commission men. Prices on 
some fruits will be higher than last 
when some of the staple fruits 
almost glutted the market. There will 
be a good profit for all from grower to 
retailer with the market showing bull- 
ish tendencies. . 

A good demand from all over Georgia 
is predicted by the produce dealers who 
are expecting their share of the flood 
of money that will come to the state 
with the marketing of the cotton crop. 

And it is not all future hopes with 
the produce men, as the 1913 summer 
trade has been the best for years with 
prices good and the market strong. 

Here are some of the optimistic ex- 
pressions from men on Produce Row: 

“The summer season was long and 
fall trade is going to be a little late, 
but it is going to be very active,” said 
Jonn Bell, of Bell Brothers. “Summer 
fruit brought a good price and so will 
winter stuff. The supply of apples will 
not be so heavy as last year and the 
market on that fruit will be active and 
sound. On the leading citrus fruits, it, 
is reported the orange crop will be 


heavy and grapefruit light. The season 
is just opening up, but the «prospects. 
now are for an excellent season for 
the produce dealers.” 

“All indications are for fine fall busi- 
ness,” said B. B. Turner, of Turner 
Brothers. ‘Short crops on leading sta- 
ples—apples, potatoes and onions, for 
instance—are keeping the prices high 
and general conditons in Georgia prom- 
ise us a good demand for fruits and 
vegetables. Our firm has never had a 
better summer trade than this year and 
We expect the rest of the year to show 
up just as strong.” 

“We are undoubtedly going to have a 
mighty good season in produce,” said D. 
N. McCullough. “Our firm’s business 
has shown a 50 per cent increase in the 
last three weeks, which indicates how 
the fall season is opening up. Our col- 
lections right now are much better 
than for the same time last year.” 

‘“Nearly everything is going to be 
high,” said A. Fugazzi. “It is going to 
be a very active season and a profitable 
one to the growers and the dealers. The 
demand is. from all indications, going 
to be excellent on all kinds of produce.” 

BE. A. Lowry, of the Lowry Fruit and 
Produce company, is very optimistic. 
“Tt is going to be a gerat season for 
us,” he said. “Things are livening up 
along Broad street already and within 
two or three weeks business will be 
rushing. All conditions are unusually 
favorable to the produce business for the 
rest of the year.” 

“We have just finished the best 
week’s business of the year and the 
season is just opening up,” said P. Cc. 
Porter, of Porter Brothers, yesterday. 
“With plenty of money coming into the 
state and the prices for most of the 
staples in the produce line at a high 
figure a fine season is ahead for the 
commission men.”

ALF TRUITT SIZES UP 
COTTON CROP SITUATION 


WeltKnown Wholesaler Re- 
turns From South Ga, Trip, 
Views Yield Conservatively 


Alf Truitt, of the Ward-Truitt com- 
pany, who has just returned from an}! 
extensive trip through southeast and¢ 
scuthwest Georgia, takes a conservative 
view of the present cotton yield and 
says there will be some surprises when 
this crop has been gathered if the spin- 
ners expect a repetition of the big crop 
of 1911 so far as Georgia is concerned. 

“In the sections I visited,” said Mr. 
Truitt, “I find that in the gray land 
districts as a whole, the cotton stalks 
bave ripened and turned red and no 
top crop, or this is the condition of the 
old or early planting, and the replant- 
ed cotton which is fully 20 to 25 per 
cent of this crop is small and has very 
little fruit, and a late fall will be nec- 
essary to make a fair crop in this por- 
tien of the cotton belt. 

“I find that a great deal of the crop 
was not plowed late enough and con- 
sequently is very grassy, which is very 
disastrous to late cotton. 

“A great deal has been said and writ- 
ten about the early opening of this crop 
which I explain in this way: The drouth 
in July started the fruit then on the 
stalk* to maturing and stopped the 
growth. Then rains began and again 
in August the drouth in some sections 
caused the forms and some bolls to 
fall off and consequently no top crop. 

“In 1911 every stalk that was fer- 
tilized and cultivated made a large 
stalk and a full crop. This year the 
stalk is much smaller as a whole and 
not nearly so well fruited, and a con- 
servative estimate will be something 
like, from the present outlook, half a 
million bales short of the 1911 crop for 
Georgia. 

“Cotton is being sold as rapidly as it 
is gathered at a good price and busi- 
ness is good everywhere. The farmers 
are paying up and orders are easy to 
get.” 


DROUTH IN WEST RAISES 
PRICE OF CORN PRODUCTS! 


Wholesaler Says Starch, Glu- 
cose, Corn Syrup, Canned 
Beef Are Affected 


“Look out for soaring prices on corn 
products of all knids,” says J. J. Sim- 
mons, sales manager of Kelley Broth- 
ers company, wholesale grocers. 

“The drouth in the west that played 
such havoc with the corn crop is al- 
ready showing its effect in increased } 
prices from the manufacturers,” says 
he. 

“Starch, glucose, corn Syrup, etc., 
are going up. There is already a 50- 
cent. a dozen advance on brooms and 
reports indicate the advance will be a! 
dollar, over the old price very soon.

ALBANY, Ga. Sept. 20—A new na- 
tianal organization of traveling men 
Was perfected here Saturday night, Sep- 
tember 13, when the charter members 
of the Traveling Men's Social and Pro- 
tective association met, accepted their 
charter from the state of Georgia and 
elected nutional officers, The work of 
extending the organization into every 
state in the union will begin at once. 
The national headquarters will be at 
Albany. The officers are as follows: 

President—Denis Fleming. 

First Vice President—-E. J. Jackson. 

Second Vice President—H. W. Mc- 
Clure. 

Secretary and Treasurer—C. D. Stiles. 


Board of Control—F. <A. Wallace, 
chairman; E. F. Jackson, W. G. 
Maynard, R. L. Michel and Denis 
Fleming. 

The objects of this organization, 


which were announced several weeks 
ago, at the time its charter was ap- 
plied for, appeal with such force to 
traveling men that already many let- 
ters have been received asking for “fur- 
ther information and for application 
blanks for branch organizations. There 
is said to be no other organization of 
traveling men like it in the United 
States. It provides not only for the so- 
cial life of the traveling men, which 
appeals strongly to those who are away 
from their homes so much of the time, 
but also or assisting members out of 
employment, and members who are sick. 
It provides for the care of the families 
of deceased members, widows and or- 
phans to be provided for as long as 
such assistance is needed, or until or-, 
plans become of age. There is no stated 
sick benefit, but assistance will be given 
in each instance as circumstances may, 
require, the nature and extent of such 
assistance to be decided and determin- 
ed upon by the board of control. 

A feature of the new organization Is 
the provision against intoxicants con- 
tained in its constitution. It is provid- 
ed,that no intoxicating liquors shall be 
used in the social gatherings or halls 
of the organiaztion, and any member 
guilty of being intoxicated at such 
gatherings or in the halls of the organ- 
ization shall be expelled. 

The officers and members of the new 
Organization are enthusiastic over its 
prospects, and already are working with» 
vim and vigor to push it forward. 

President Fleming states that during 
the past week, the first of the organiza- 
tion’s existence, he has received 125 ap« 
plications for membership.

Says Southeast Has Been Par- 
ticularly Fortunate in This 
Respect This Year 


E. L. Adams, president of the E. L.

“Another source of great gratifica- 
tion to us should be the fact that the 
southeast has this year produced abun- 
dant crops of cereals and other food 
products,” said he. “This we predict 
means a safe and satisfactory volume 
of business for us all for at least an- 
other twelve months, and .happy will 
be the day for all when our farms and 
farmers produce sufficient feed stuffs 
regularly each year to supply their 
needs and will begin supplying our 
towns and cities through our channels 
of trade with beef, pork, feed stuffs 
and other commodities, such as have 
heretofore been drawn from other sec- 
tions at the extra expense of trans- 
portation charges and the profits of a 
possible so-called extra middle man.”
